as a United States national within the purview of Section 502<1)(B) of the Act.

Section 505(a) of the Act pro,v~des that

A claim under section 503(a) of this title
based upon an ownership interest in any
corporation, association, or other entity
which is a national of the United States
shall not be considered ....

The Commission concludes that since this claim is based on s stock

interest in a corporation which qualifies as a United States national, the

Commission is precluded, under Section 505(a) of the Act, from considering

this claim.
